(57)Abstract 

PURPOSE: To extremely easily position trays to be in an aligned state on stacking 
them. 

CONSTITUTION: A tray 1 is constituted of a set frame 2. containing plates 3 placed in 
the frame 2. An upper taper face 4 is formed at the upper part of the positioning frame 
2b constituting the frame 2. A lower taper face 5 is formed at the lower part of the 
positioning frame 2b, to position the trays in such a state that the tray slides to the 
slanting direction while contacting the upper taper face 4 and the upper tray is forced 
to align with the lower tray 1 in stacking the trays.

[Claim 1] 

A tray, comprising: 

a frame having a framework; and 

a containing plate provided inside the frame, 

the containing plate having an upper surface serving 

as a containing section capable of containing a product 

thereon, 

the frame having taper surfaces at upper and lower 
parts of the frame, each of the taper surfaces having a 
same inclined direction, 

the taper surfaces come in contact with each other 
and slide in the inclined direction during stacking of the 
tray, so as to be aligned.

[MEANS TO SOLVE THE PROBLEMS] 

A tray according to the present invention includes a 
frame having a framework; and a containing plate 
provided inside the frame, the containing plate having an 
upper surface serving as a containing section capable of 
containing a product thereon, the frame having taper 
surfaces at upper and lower parts of the frame, each of 
the taper surfaces having a same inclined direction, the 
taper surfaces come in contact with each other and slide 
in the inclined direction during stacking of the tray, so as 
to be aligned.

As such, with the tray of the present embodiment, it 
is possible to stack a tray 1 on another tray 1, without 
carrying out position alignment with high accuracy. This 
facilitates aligning and stacking of the trays 1 with high 
accuracy, thereby significantly improving the efficiency of 
an operator's stacking operations. ... 
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
